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STANDING  RULES. 


I.  That  the  Municipal  Council  do  meet  at  9 o’clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, and  if  at  that  hour  there  is  not  a Quorum,  the  Warden  may 
take  the  Chair  and  adjourn  to  a certain  hour  on  the  same  or  the 

following  day. 

II.  That  whenever  the  Warden  is  obliged  to  adjourn  the  Council 
for  want  of  a Quorum,  the  hour  at  which  such  adjournment  is  made 
and  the  names  of  the  Councillors  present,  shall  bo  inserted  in  the 

Minutes. 

III.  That  immediately  after  the  Warden  shall  have  taken  the 
Chair,  the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk, 
to  the  end  that  any  mistake  therein  may  be  corrected. 

IV.  That  the  Warden  shall  preserve  good  order  and  decorum,  and 
shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Council. 

V.  That  every  Councillor,  previous  to  his  speaking,  shall  rise 
from  his  seat,  and  address  himself  to  the  AVarden. 

,VI.  That  when  a Councillor  is  speaking,  no  other  member  of 
the  Council  shall  hold  discourse  to  interrupt  him. 

VII.  That  a Councillor  called  to  order  by  the  Warden  shall  sit 
down,  unless  when  permitted  to  explain  ; and  when  two  or  more 
members  rise  at  once,  the  Warden  or  person  presiding  (subject  to 
an  appeal  of  the  Council,  if  demanded)  shall  name  the  member 
who  is  first  to  speak. 

VIII.  That  no  Councillor  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  the 
same  question,  without  leave  of  the  Council,  except  the  mover, 
who  shall  have  a right  to  reply. 

IX.  That  upon  a division  on  any  question  in  the  Council,  the 
names  of  those  who  vote  for,  and  of  those  who  vote  against  the 
question,  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Minutes,  if  any  Councillor 

require  it. 

X.  That  no  question  shall  be  debated  or  put,  unless  the  same  be 

in  writing  and  seconded. 

XI.  That  all  questions  shall  be  put  in  the  order  ill  which  they 

are  moved. 

XII.  That  every  motion,  when  seconded,  shall  be  read  by  the 

W7arden. 
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XIII.  That  every  By-Law  shall  be  introduced  by  a motion  for 
leave,  specifying  the  object  of  it — or  by  a motion  to  appoint  a 
Committee  to  prepare  and  bring  it  in — or  by  an  order  of  the 
Council  on  the  report  of  the  committee. 

XIV.  That  every  By-Law  shall  receive  three  several  readings 
at  length,  each  on  different  days,  previous  to  its  being  passed, 
except  on  urgent  occasions. 

XV.  That  the  time  of  each  meeting,  and  of  the  passing  of  every 
By-Law  shall  be  certified  on  the  back  thereof  by  the  Clerk. 

XVI.  That  every  Member  of  the  Council,  who  shall  introduce  a 
Bill,  Petition,  or  Motion,  upon  any  subject,  which  may  be  referred 
to  a Select  Committee,  shall  be  one  of  the  Committee,  without 
being  named  by  the  Council. 

XVII.  That  all  persons  whose  interest  or  property  may  be  affected 
by  any  proposed  By-Law,  may  appear  in  person,  or  by  Agent 
before  the  Council  or  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  By-Law. 

XVIII.  That  Petitions  and  other  papers  addressed  to  the  Council 
shall  be  presented  by  a Councillor  in  his  place,  immediately  after 
the  reading  of  the  minutes,  who  shall  be  answerable  to  the  Council 
that  they  do  not  contain  improper  or  impertinent  matter.  All  such 
petitions  and  papers  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk,  when  present. 

XIX.  That  the  mode  of  appointing  Special  or  Standing 
Committees  shall  be  for  each  Councillor  in  his  place  to  name  one, 
which  shall  be  written  down  by  the  Clerk.  Those  who  have 
most  voices  shall  be  taken  successively  until  the  number  agreed 
on  is  completed.

of  that  part  of  this  Province  which  formerly  consituted 
the  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  by  the  establishment  of 
Local  or  Municipal  authorities  therein,”  do  ordain  and 
enact  the  following  By-Law,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,

internal  government  of  that  part  of  this  Province  which 
formerly  constituted  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  by

statute  labor  has  been  done  or  public  moneys  expended, 
are  obstructed,  and  whereas  the  allowance  originally 
made  by  Government  for  public  highways,  are  in  many

allowed  and  granted  by  the  Executive  Government,  or 
upon  which  any  public  moneys  or  statute  labor  may

by  them  received  and  how  expended,  and  to  whom  paid. 

Section  4.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  By-law,  the 
District  Superintendent  shall  have  free  access  to  all  returns

several  sums  of  money  required  for  the  said  School  Sec- 
tions for  the  following  purposes,  (clear  of  all  charges  of 
assessing  and  collecting,)  namely : —

The  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  and  completing  the  School  House  commenced 
therein,  and  paying  for  the  site  of  the  same.

The  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds,  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  and  completing  a School-House  therein. 
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In  School- Sect  ion  Ho.  9,  in  the  Township  of  Augusta.  Augusta. 

The  sum  of  fifty  pounds,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and 
completing  a School-House  therein. 

In  School- Section  No.  4,  in  the  Township  of  North  Crosby.  North  Crosby. 

The  sum  of  forty  pounds,  for  the  purpose  of  completing 
the  School-House  therein.

The  sum  of  fifty  pounds,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and 
completing  a School-House  therein.

The  sum  of  sixty  pounds,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a 
School-House  therein. 

In  School- Section  No.  1,  in  the  Township  of  Augusta.  Augusta. 
(Repealed ; see  By-Law  'No.  172.) 

And  the  said  sum?  so  to  be  raised  and  levied,  shall  be  H wlevied 
apportioned  on  the  said  property  in  the  said  School  Sec- 
tions respectively  according  to  the  values  assigned  to  the 
same  by  law,  and  shall  be  placed  on  the  Collectors’  Rolls 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace : Provided  always,  that  the  sum 
to  be  raised  and  levied  in  each  School  Section  aforesaid, 
shall  not  in  any  year  exceed  two  pence  in  the  pound  on 
the  assessed  value  of  the  said  property  in  every  such 
School  Section,  until  the  said  several  sums  shall  be  fully 
raised  and  levied  as  aforesaid. 

2.  That  the  said  sums  shall  be  collected  by  the  respective  How  cojiected. 
Collectors  «of  the  several  Townships  in  which  the  said 
School-Sections  are  situated,  in  like  manner  as  any  other 

tax  for  said  District,  but  shall  be  paid  over  by  them  to  the 
District  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  within  the 
period  fixed  by  law  for  the  payment  of  rates  collected  in 
each  year  to  the  Treasurer. 

3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assessors  of  the  Duties  of  Asses* 
several  Townships,  in  which  the  said  several  Sections  are  80r3, 
respectively  situated,  to  return  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  a 

list  of  all  the  rateable  property  in  each  of  the  said  School 
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Sections  with  the  names  of  the  rateable  inhabitants  therein, 
duly  attested  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  time  as 
they  are  required  to  make  the  Annual  Assessment  Returns 
for  the  respective  Townships.

To  empower  the  respective  Township  Councillors  to  direct  see  Con.stat.  tf. 
the  laying  out  and  performance  of  Statute  Labor. — C.,  Caps.  54  & 55, 
Passed  February  9,  1847. 

Whereas  by  an  Act' of  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  preambie, 
of  Canada,  passed  in  the  ninth  year  of  Her  Majesty’s 
Reign,  entitled  “ An  Act  to  amend  the  Laws  relative  to 
J 
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District  Councils  in  Upper  Canada”  that  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  any  District  Council  by  By-law  to  empower 
the  landholders  in  the  District  to  compound  for  the 
Statute  labor  by  them  respectively  performed,  for  any 
term  not  exceeding  five  years,  at  any  rate  not  exceeding 
two  shillings  and  six  pence,  currency,  for  each  day’s  labor, 
and  at  any  time  before  the  labor  compounded  for  ought 
to  be  performed,  and  by  such  By-law  to  direct  to  what 
Officer  in  each  Township  suoh  commutation  money  shall 
be  paid,  and  how  such  money  shall  be  applied  and 
accounted  for,  and  to  regulate  by  By-law  the  manner  and 
the  divisions  in  which  the  Statute  labor  shall  be  performed, 
or  to  empower  the  respective  Township  Councillors  to 
direct  the  laying  out  and  performance  thereof ; And 
whereas  it  is  necessary  to  pass  such  a By-law  : Be  it  there- 
fore ordained  and  enacted,  That  the  District  Councillors 
Councillors  to  *u  their  respective  Townships  shall  have  all  the  powers  and 
have  powers  of  authority  possessed  by  the  Township  Wardens  under  an 
densnship  War  Act,  of  the  Legislature  of  the  late  Province  of  Upper 
Canada,  passed  in  the  first  year  of  Her  Majesty’s  Reign 
respecting  the  compounding  for  Statute  labor,  or  concern- 
ing any  contract  or  agreement  entered  into  with  any 
person  residing  in  the  Township  respecting  Statute  labor. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  ordained,  That  any  landholder  in 
Landholders  the  District  may  compound  for  Statute  labor  for  which  he 
may  compound.  or  js  liable  to  perform,  for  any  term  not  exceeding 
five  years,  and  for  any  rate  not  exceeding  two  shillings 
and  six  pence,  currency,  for  each  day’s  labor,  and  at  any 
time  before  the  labor  compounded  for  ought  to  be  per- 
formed; and  that  at  any  dispute  arising  between  any 
Township  Councillor  and  the  party  so  compounding, 
respecting  any  contract  or  agreement,  shall  and  may  be 
settled  in  the  manner  pointed  out  in  the  forty-third  and 
forty-fourth  clauses  of  the  aforesaid  Act,  passed  in  the  fifth 
year  of  Her  Majesty’s  Reign,  entitled  “ An  Act  to  alter 
and  amend  sundry  Acts  regulating  the  appointments  and 
duties  of  Township  Officers.” 

Commutation  Section  3.  And  be  it  ordained  and  enacted,  That  all 
to°Overseei?  paid  money  paid  as  commutation  money  for  Statute  labor  shall 
be  paid  to  the  Road  Overseer  of  the  Division,  to  be  by  him 
paid  over  and  accounted  for  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  the  eighth  Section  of  By-law  number  one. 

Section  4.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted,  That  all  the 
powers  and  authority  heretofore  vested  in  the  Justices  of 
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the  Peace,  acting  for  their  respective  Divisions  by  the 
twentieth  section  of  said  Act,  the  first  of  Victoria,  chapter 
twenty-first,  shall  and  may  be  vested  in  the  respective  Jested  inJCoun- 
Township  Councillor  or  Councillors,  as  the  case  may  be,  ciiiors. 
so  far  as  the  said  powers  and  authority  appertain  to,  or  are 
connected  with  the  laying  out  of  Road  divisions,  the 
appropriation,  control,  management,  and  distribution  of 
Statute  labor  within  the  several  and  respective  Townships. 

Section  5.  Be  it  enacted,  That  the  respective  Town- 
ship Councillors  respresenting  any  Township  in  the  Munici- 
pal Council  of  the  District,  or  any  one  of  them,  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  superintend  and  direct  the  man-  Thelr  powerg  as 
ner  in  which  Statute  labor  shall  be  performed,  and  they,  or  to  labour, 
any  one  of  them,  are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered, 
should  they  see  fit,  to  order  and  direct  the  Overseers  of 
Highways,  or  any  one  of  them,  to  lay  out  the  Statute 
labor  on  any  Road  or  part  of  a Road  within  their  respective 
divisions. 

Section  6.  And  be  it  ordained,  That  should  the 
Overseers  of  Highways,  or  any  one  of  them,  receive  no 
orders  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  any  year  from  the 
Councillor  or  Councillors  who  represent  the  Township  in 
which  he  resides,  respecting  the  laying  out  of  the  Statute 
labor,  then  and  in  that  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  Road  Overseer  or  Overseers,  and  he  or  they  are  ^ 

hereby  ordered  and  required  to  lay  out  the  Statute  labor  0utW  0 e a 
in  Jiis  or  their  division  to  the  best  of  his  or  their  abilities, 
in  any  manner  that  shall  appear  to  him  or  them  the  most 
conducive  to  the  public  good. 

Section  Y.  And  be  it  ordained  and  enacted  That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Overseers  of  Highways  in  their 
respective  divisions,  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and 
required  (without  receiving  any  order  for  that  purpose)  *to 
demand  from  every  male  inhabitant  within  the  limits  of 
his  division,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  upwards, 
not  assessed  on  the  Assessment  List  of  the  Township,  the  parties 
performance  of  two  days’  Statute  labor,  or  commute  for  assessed  to  pay 
the  same  at  the  rate  per  day  allowed  by  the  Statutes  .of  raoney  in  lieu- 
the  Province.

in  the  said  Room  : Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Council 
of  the  District  of  Johnstown,  That  from  and  after  the 
passing  of  this  By-law,  the  Treasurer  of  the  District  of 
Johnstown  do  open  and  keep  open  his  office  as  such 
Treasurer  in  said  Room  so  set  apart  in  the  said  Court 
House,  and  shall  be  kept  open  and  attended  for  the 
Office  hours.  business  of  the  District  during  the  usual  office  hours, 
namely,  from  ten  to  three  o’clock  each  day,  (Sundays  and 
Public  Holidays  excepted.)

To  establish  certain  Roads  in  the  District  of  Johnstown. 

Preamble.  Whereas  Edward  Mix,  Surveyor  of  Highways  in  and 

for  the  County  of  Grenville,  has  been  petitioned  by  twelve 
freeholders  of  the  said  County  to  lay  out  a certain  Road 
in  the  Township  of  Oxford,  and  in  pursuance  of  such 
petition,  the  said  Edward  Mix  has  surveyed  and  laid  out 
Description  of  t^ie  sa^  as  follows : commencing  at  a stone  moriu- 

Road  in  oxford,  ment  (marked  R.  I.)  planted  on  the  Road  side  near  the 
School-House,  on  lot  number  three,  in  the  ninth  conces- 
sion of  the  Township  of  Oxford,  and  running  in  a north- 
westerly direction  about  eighty  rods  to  another  Stone 
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monument  (marked  R.  II.)  planted  on  the  lower  side  of 
lot  number  two,  and  about  the  middle  of  the  aforesaid 
concession,  then  at  a right  angle  from  the  said  line  to  the 
centre  of  said  lot  number  two  to  another  stone  monument 
(marked  R.  III.)  planted  on  the  division  line  between 
Chauncey  Bishop  and  Moses  McAllister,  and  thence  to  the 
front  of  the  said  Concession  on  the  division  line  between 
the  aforesaid  Bishop  and  McAllister;  which  said  Road  is 
laid  out  forty  feet  in  width, — twenty  feet  from  each  side 
of  the  monuments. 

And  whereas  Edward  Mix,  Surveyor  of  Highways  in 
and  for  the  County  of  Grenville,  has  been  petitioned  by 
twelve  freeholders  of  the  said  County  ? to  lay  out  all  the 
unestablished  Streets  in  the  Village  of  Kemptville,  on  lots 
Vos.  26  and  27  on  both  sides  of  the  Branch,  and  on  28 
on  the  south  side  of  the  Branch,  and  in  pursuance  of  such 
petition  the  said  Edward  Mix  has  surveyed  and  laid  out 
as  follows:  commencing  with  James  street  one  chain  48jDescripfcion  of 
links  south  of  the  side  line  between  lots  Nos.  27  and  28,  streets  in  Kemp  t- 
and  running  north  36  ° , west  1 chain  56  links  to  Water  V1  e' 
street,  and  from  Water  street  north  51  ° 45  min.,  west  to 
the  rear  of  the  Village  plot.  Lydia  street  commences  at 
the  rear  of  the  Village,  20  rods  from  James  street,  runs 
south  51  ° 45  min.,  east  to  the  south  branch.  Henry 
street  commences  at  the  water’s  edge  and  runs  to  the  rear 
of  the  village  plot,  five  chains  from  and  in  a parallel  line 
with  Lydia  street.  Fanny  street  commences  at  the  water’s 
edg«  and  runs  along  the  side  of  Village  lot  No.  1 to 
Clothier  street,  and  in  a parallel  line  with  Henry  street. 

Water  street  commences  on  Henry  street,  two  chains 
from  the  water’s  edge,  and  runs  north  38  ° 15  min.,  east 
to  the  side  line  between  27  and  28.  Clothier  street  lies 
four  chains  from,  and  parallel  with  Water  street,  from  the 
sideline  between.  27  and  28  to  West  street,  and  from 
West  street  to  the  side  line  between  26  and  27,  a little 
more  southerly.  Oxford  street  lies  four  chains  back  from 
Clothier  street,  and  runs  south  38  ° 15  min..,  west  from 
the  lower  to  the  upper  side  of  27.  North  street  lies  4 
chains  back  from  Oxford  street  and  in  a parallel  line  with 
it,  from  the  side  line  between  27  and  28  to  West  street. 

The  above  streets  are  on  lot  No.  27,  on  the  north  side  of 
the  Branch,  and  are  of  the  following  widths : Water  street, 

North  street,  James  street,  and  Henry  street  are  each  40 
feet  in  width.  Lydia  street  and  Clothier  street  are  each 
50  feet  in  width.  Oxford  street  is  66  feet  in  width,  and 
Faiany  street  is  44  links  wide.  Harriet  street  commences 
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at  a post  on  tlie  south  east  side  of  the  Road  leading  up 
the  Branch,  about  436  feet  south  of  the  side  line  between 
26  and  27,  and  runs  east  43  ° 33  min.,  south  to  the  south 
Branch,  and  is  39  feet  wide.  Alfred  street  commences 
350  feet  from,  and  runs  in  a parallel  line  with  Harriet 
street,  to  the  Creek,  and  is  39  feet  in  width.  Water  street 
commences  on  Harriet  street,  200  feet  from  the  Main 
Road,  and  runs  in  a parallel  line  with  it  to  Alfred  street, 
and  is  35  feet  in  width.  The  above  streets  are  on  lot  No. 
26,  on  the  north  side  of  the  branch.  Reuben  street  com- 
mences about  289  feet  from  the  water’s  edge,  at  the  south 
end  of  the  bridge,  on  the  Prescott  Road,  runs  at  right- 
angle  from  the  Road  to  the  side  line  between  26  and  27. 
Water  street  commences  about  165  feet  from  the  water’s 
edge,  and  runs  a right-angle  from  the  Prescott  Road  to 
William  street.  William  street  commences  at  the  water’s 
edge,  about  361  feet  from  the  Prescott  Road,  and  runs  to 
Asa  street,  and  from  Asa  street  to  Mary  street  in  the  same 
direction,  but  is  known  by  the  name  of  Thomas  street. 
Joseph  street  commences  at  the  water’s  edge,  about  364 
feet  trom  William  street,  and  runs  parallel  with  the  Pres- 
cott Road  to  Vanbury’s  Road.  Rideau  street  commences 
on  the  Prescott  Road,  about  363  feet  from  Asa  street,  and 
runs  in  a parallel  line  with  it  to  Thomas  street.  Mary 
street  commences  about  760  feet  from  Asa  street,  and 
runs  parallel  with  it  to  Joseph  street.  All  the  above 
streets  are  on  the  south  side  of  the  Branch,  on  lot  No.  27, 
and  are  each  of  them  40  feet  in  width,  except  Water  street, 
which  is  only  36  feet  wide.  Jack  street  commences  at 
the  angle  of  the  Road  crossing  Barn’s  Mill-dam,  on  lot 
No.  28,  on  the  south  side  of  the  Branch,  and  runs  to  the 
Vanbury  Road  to  a Cedar  post  (marked  R)  and  is  40  feet 
in  width. 

And  whereas  Edward  Mix,  Surveyor  of  Highways  m 
and  for  the  County  of  Grenville,  has  been  petitioned  by 
twelve  Freeholders  of  the  said  County  to  lay  out  a 
new  road  in  the  Township  of  Oxford ; and  in  pur- 
suance of  such  petition,  the  said  Edward  Mix  has 
surveyed  and  laid  out  the  said  Road  as  follows : com- 
mencing at  a stone  monument  planted  on  the  allowance 
for  road  between  lots  numbers  15  and  16  in  the  second 
Concession,  and  crossing  the  north-east  corner  of  said  lot 
No.  15,  at  an  angle  of  about  forty  degrees  to  another 
stone  monument  planted  at  the  rear  of  the  first  Concession, 
on  the  allowance  for  road  between  lots  numbers  15  and 
16?  in  the  aforesaid  first  Concession,  (there  being  at  this 
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place  an  offset  of  about  eight  rods ;)  which  said  Road  is 
laid  out  sixty  feet  in  width. 

And  whereas  Benjamin  Warren,  Surveyor  of  Highways  in 
and  for  the  County  of  Leeds,  has  been  petitioned  by  twelve 
freeholders  of  the  said  County  to  lay  out  a certain  road  in 
the  Township  of  Escott,  and  in  pursuance  of  such  petition 
the  said  Benjamin  Warren  has  surveyed  and  laid  out  the 
said  Road  as  follows : commencing  on  the  present 

travelled  Road  on  the  front  of  the  third  Concession  of 
Escott,  from  a post  planted  on  the  north  side  of  said 
Road,  at  or  near  the  centre  of  lot  number  fourteen  in  the 
aforesaid  concession  of  Escott,  east  of  the  dwelling  of 
Thomas  Donavon  ; from  thence  on  a line  of  blazed  trees  a 
west-south-west  course  across  the  west  half  of  said  lot; 
thence  on  a line  of  pickets  and  blazed  trees  a straight 
course  across  lot  number  thirteen,  passing  the  north  of  the 
dwelling  of  James  Donnahugh,  to  a post  planted  on  the 
line  between  lots  numbers  thirteen  and  twelve ; thence  on 
a line  of  pickets  and  blazed  trees  to  a straight  course  across 
lot  number  twelve,  passing  to  the  south  of  the  dwelling  of 
James  Brennan,  and  also  the  dwelling  of  William  Flinn, 
where  it  intersects  the  present  travelled  road,  at  a post 
planted  four  rods  east  of  the  line,  between  lots  numbers 
twelve  and  eleven ; the  aforesaid  monuments  are  on  the 
north  side  of  the  said  road, — which  said  road  is  laid  out 
forty  feet  in  width. 

And  whereas  John  Byce,  Surveyor  of  Highways  in  and 
for  the  County  of  Grenville,  has  been  petitioned  by  twelve 
freeholders  of  the  said  County,  to  lay  out  a certain  Road 
in  the  Township  of  South  Gower  ; and  in  pursuance  of  such 
petition  the  said  John  Byce  has  surveyed  and  laid  out 
the  said  Road  as  follows:  commencing  at  the  front  of  the 
second  concession  on  the  line  between  lots  numbers  2 and 
3,  at  a post  of  Cedar  marked  A with  red  chalk ; then  fol- 
lowing said  line  about  250  rods  to  a post  of  Cedar  marked 
B,  on  the  Road  running  from  Mountain’s  line  to  Heck’s 
Corners,  between  lots  numbers  6 and  7,--  which  said  Road 
is  laid  out  forty  feet  in  width.

No.  CLXXVI.— BY-LAW 

To  prevent  Nuisances,  and  topi'otect  the  Public  Health  in 
the  District  of  Johnstown . 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  Municipal  Council  of  the 
District  of  Johnstown,  in  Council  assembled  at  the  Town 
of  Brockville,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  February,  in  th^ 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
nine,  That  any  person  or  persons  having  deposited,  or  who 
shall  hereafter  deposit  or  cause  to  be  deposited  in  any  public 
Road,  Street  or  Highway  within  the  District  of  Johns- 
town, any  timber,  boards,  plank,  stone,  brick,  lime,  mortar, 
or  other  materials  for  building,  and  who  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  remove  the  same  within  twenty-fours  after  being 
directed  to  do  so  by  the  Overseer  of  Highways  for  the 
division,  or  by  the  District  Warden,  a Justice  of  the 

Peace,  or  a Town  Councillor,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  apenaity  f0r,  in 
penalty  not  exceeding  five  shillings  for  every  twenty-four  Roads,  &c. 
hours  thereafter  during  which  the  same  shall  be  suffered 
to  remain  unmoved : Provided  that  this  regulation  shall 
not  extend  to  any  person  or  persons  requiring  such 
materials  for  immediate  use,  in  order  to  erect  any  house  or 
other  fixed  building,  and  occupying  therewith,  not  more 
than  half  the  width  of  the  Road  or  Street,  opposite  the 
site  of  such  intended  building  for  which  the  same  shall 
be  required. 

2.  Any  person  who  shall  deposit  in  any  Road  or  Public 

Highway,  or  in  any  Church-yard,  or  Cemetry  for  the 

dead,  or  in  any  Market-place,  Town  Hall,  or  School-yard,  church-yards,2 * * * * * * * 10 

or  other  Public  Grounds,  any  fire-wood,  stone,  sleigh,  &c> 

wagon,  rubbish,  filth  or  other  nuisance,  except  for  the 

purpose  of  immediate  removal,  and  shall  refuse  or  neglect 

forthwith  on  being  directed  so  to  do  by  the  Overseer 

of  Highways  for  the  Division,  or  by  the  Warden  of  the 
District,  or  by  a Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  a Township 

Councillor,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a penalty  not  less  than 
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two  shillings  and  six  pence,  or  more  than  five  shillings  for 
every  twenty-four  hours  which  such  nuisance  shall  remain 
unremoved,  after  such  person  shall  be  so  directed  to 
remove  the  same. 

3.  Any  individual  who  shall  at  any  time  expose  his  or 
. her  person,  or  conduct  himself  or  herself  in  an  indecent 

and  obscene  manner,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such 
offence,  not  less  than  five  shillings  or  more  than  ten 
shillings. 

4.  No  person  shall  leave  or  cause  to  be  left  any  dead 
animal,  carrion,  putrid  meat,  or  entrails  of  any  animal,  or 
any  other  matter  or  substance,  dangerous  to  the  public 
health,  or  offensive  to  the  public  smell,  in  any  public  high- 
way, church-yard,  or  public  ground  of  any  kind,  under  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  five  shillings  nor  more  than  ten 
shillings,  nor  shall  any  person  suffer  any  such  dead  animal 
or  other  putrid  or  offensive  matter  to  remain  on  their  lands 
or  on  the  premises  in  their  care  or  occupation,  without 
covering  the  same  with  earth,  when  requested  so  to  do  by 
the  Warden  of  the  District,  or  by  any  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
or  District  Councillor,  under  a penalty  of  not  less  than  five 
shillings  nor  more  than  ten  shillings. 

5.  No  person  shall  fish,  fowl,  or  hunt  on  the  Sabbath 
or  Lord’s  day,  within  the  limits  of  the  District  of  Johns- 
town, under  a penalty  of  not  less  than  five  shillings  nor 
more  than  twenty  shillings. 

6.  All  persons,  whether  travelling  on  foot  or  on  horse- 
back, in  a waggon,  sleigh,  or  other  vehicle  or  carriage, 
shall  take  the  right  side  on  all  public  Roads  and  High- 
ways within  the  District,  and  all  persons  refusing  or  ne- 
glecting to  do  so,  when  passing  any  other  person,  whether 
on  foot  or  on  horseback,  or  in  a waggon,  sleigh,  cutter,  or 
other  carriage,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  any  sum  not  less  than 
five  shillings  or  more  than  ten  shillings. 

7.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  injure  or  destroy 
any  tree  or  trees,  planted,  growing,  or  being  in  any  street, 
highway,  public  square,  market-place,  church,  school,  or 
Town-hall  yard,  or  other  public  place,  planted  or  reserved 
for  shade  or  ornament,  or  who  shall  pull  down  or  deface 
any  sign-board,  or  inscribe  or  draw  any  indocent  words, 
figures,  or  pictures  on  any  building,  wall,  fence,  or  other 
public  place,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a sum  not  less  than  five 
shillings  or  more  than  three  pounds.

8.  Any  person  who  shall  be  convicted  of  riding  or  driv- 
ing over  any  bridge  or  through  any  street  within  the  limits 
of  any  of  the  Towns  following,  that  is  to  say  : — Lyndhurst, 
Charleston,  Mallorytown,  Yonge  Mills,  Farmersville,  Union- 
ville,  Addison,  New  Dublin,  Coleman’s  Corners,  Maitland, 
North  Augusta,  Johnstown,  Spencerville,  Kemptville,  Mer- 
rickville,  Brandenburg,  Smith’s  Falls,  Beverly,  Portland, 
Vanstondale,  faster  than  a moderade  trot,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  not  less  than  five  shillings,  or  more  than  twenty 
shillings.

To  Regulate  the  Proceedings  of  the  Council.— Passed  13  th 
October , 1864. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
United  Counties  ot  Leeds  and  Grenville,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted,  that  a certain  By-Law  numbered  one  hundred  and  By-law  No.  igo 
sixty,  passed  on  the  twentieth  day  of  June,  in  the  year  of  rePealed* 
our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  and 
intituled  “ By-Law  to  regulate  and  govern  the  proceedings 
of  the  Council,”  and  all  and  every  of  the  Standing  Rules  of 
the  Council,  made  on  the  fourth  day  of  May,  in  the  year  of  ®*ies  1“^dere^n 
our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty,  be  repealed,  pealed, 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

2.  That  after  the  passage  of  this  By-Law,  it  is  hereby 
declared  and  enacted  that  the  following  shall  be  the  Stand- 
ing Rules  and  Regulations  for  governing  the  proceedings  of 
the  said  Council,  and  be  numbered  consecutively  as  follows  : 

MEETINGS  AND  ADJOURNMENTS. 

1.  That  the  Council  do  meet  at  the  hour  of  ten  o’clock 
in  the  forenoon,  unless  otherwise  specially  provided,  and  New  rules, 
if  at  that  hour  there  is  no  quorum  the  Warden  do  take 
the  chair  and  adjourn,  with  the  consent  of  the  majority 
then  present,  but  that  on  the  first  day  of  each  session  it  do 
meet  at  the  hour  of  two  o’clock  in  the  afternoon. 
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2.  That  when  the  Council  adjourns,  the  members  shall 
keep  their  seats  until  the  Warden  leaves  the  chair. 

3.  That  on  the  appearance  of  a quorum,  the  Warden 
shall  take  the  chair  and  call  the  members  to  order. 

MINUTES. 

4.  That  immediately  after  the  Warden  shall  have  taken 
the  chair,  the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read 
by  the  clerk,  in  order  that  any  mistakes  therein  may  be 
corrected  by  the  Council. 

5.  That  during  the  reading  of  the  Minutes  the  doors 
shall  be  closed. 


WARDEN. 

6.  That  the  Warden  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum, 
and  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal 
to  the  Council. 

7.  That  when  the  Warden  is  called  upon  to  explain  a 
point  of  order  or  practice,  he  shall  state  the  rule  applicable 
to  the  case  without  argument  or  comment. 

MEMBERS. 

8.  That  every  Member,  previous  to  his  speaking,  shall 
rise  from  his  seat  and  address  himself  to  the  Warden. 

9.  That  when  two  or  more  Members  shall  rise  at  once, 
the  W arden  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

10.  That  every  Member  who  shall  be  present  when  a 
question  is  put  shall  vote  thereon,  and  shall  not  after  the 
question  is  put  and  before  the  division  takes  place  leave 
the  Council. 

11.  That  a Member  called  to  order  shall  sit  down  until 
the  question  of  order  is  decided  by  the  Warden. 

12.  That  no  Members  shall  speak  beside  the  question 
in  debate. 

13.  That  each  Member  may  of  right  require  the  question 
or  motion  in  discussion  to  be  read  for  his  information  at 
any  period  of  the  debate,  but  not  to  interrupt  a Member 
speaking. 
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14.  That  no  Member,  other  than  the  one  proposing  a 
question  or  motion,  [who  shall  be  permitted  to  reply,]  shall 
speak  more  than  once  on  the  same  question,  except  in 
explanation,  or  by  leave  of  the  Council. 

MOTIONS. 

15.  That  a motion  of  adjournment  shall  always  be  in 
order. 

16.  That  no  motion  shall  be  debated  upon  or  put,  un- 
less the  same  be  written  with  ink  and  seconded. 

17.  That  no  motion,  prefaced  by  a preamble,  shall  be 
admitted  in  the  Council. 

18.  That  every  motion  when  seconded,  must  be  read  by 
the  Member  standing  in  his  place,  and  also  by  the  War- 
den, and  it  shall  then  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  possession 
of  the  Council,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before 
decision  or  amendment  by  consent  of  Council. 

19.  That  no  Member  shall  speak  to  any  motion  until  it 
is  read  by  the  Warden,  except  the  introducer,  and  wdien 
the  question  has  been  finally  put  by  the  Warden,  no 
Member  is  to  speak  thereon  before  voting. 

20.  That  when  a motion  on  question  is  under  debate, 
no  motion  shall  be  received,  unless  to  amend  or  commit, 
or  postpone  it  to  a certain  day,  or  to  adjourn,  or  to  lay  it 
on  the  table. 

21.  That  a motion  for  commitment,  until  it  is  decided, 
shall  preclude  all  amendments  of  the  main  question. 

22.  That  all  questions  shall  be  put  in  the  order  they  are 
moved,  except  amendments  and  in  filling  up  blanks,  when 
the  shortest  time  and  the  lowest  sum  shall  be  put  first,  but 
no  amendment  shall  be  received  to  a motion  for  appoint- 
ment to  office. 

23.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden,  whenever 
he  shall  conceive  that  a motion  read  by  the  introducer 
may  be  contrary  to  the  Rules  of  the  Council,  to  apprise 
the  Council  thereof  before  the  motion  shall  be  read  by 
by  him,  and  to  tell  the  rule  applicable  to  the  case. 
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BY-LAWS. 

24.  That  every  By-Law  shall  be  introduced  by  a motion 
of  leave,  specifying  the  title  of  it,  or  a motion  to  appoint 
a committee  to  prepare  and  bring  it  in,  or  by  an  order 
from  the  Council  on  the  report  of  a Committee. 

25.  That  no  By-Law  shall  be  committed  or  amended 
until  it  shall  have  been  twice  read. 

26.  That  every  By-Law  shall  receive  three  separate 
readings  previous  to  its  being  finally  passed. 

2 7.  That  all  By-Laws  shall  be  read  and  passed  in  Com- 
mittee of  the  whole  between  the  second  and  third  reading. 

28.  That  all  amendments  made  in  Committee  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Council,  and  by  it  adopted,  before  the  ques- 
tion to  engross  shall  be  put. 

29.  Thatieach  time  a By-Law  is  read,  the  Clerk  shall 
certify  the  reading  and  the  time,  on  the  back  thereof. 

30.  That  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  all  By-Laws  shall 
be  read  by  the  Chairman,  and  be  debated  upon  clause  by 
clause,  and  put  by  the  Chairman  as  read  by  him,  leaving 
the  preamble  and  title  to  be  last  considered. 

31.  That  when  a By-Law  passes  the  Council,  the  War- 
den and  Clerk  shall  sign  it,  and  putthedate  and  seal  of  the 
Corporation  thereto. 

32.  That  By-Laws  of  a private  nature  shall  be  intro- 
duced by  a petition,  to  be  presented  by  a member. 

PETITIONS  AND  PETITIONERS. 

33.  That  petitions,  memorials,  and  other  papers,  ad- 
dressed to  the  Council  shall  be  presented  by  a member  in 
his  place,  who  shall  be  answerable  to  the  Council  that  they 
do  not  contain  improper  or  impertinent  matter. 

34.  That  every  petition,  memorial,  &c.,may  be  delivered 
to,  and  presented  by  any  member,  but  not  after  the  third 
day  of  any  general  meeting,  unless  it  shall  arise  out  of  a 
matter  before  the  Council. 


35.  That  whenever  any  petition  or  By-Law  shall  have 
been  referred  to  a Committee  to  examine  the  matter  thereof 
and  report  upon  the  same,  the  Council  will  not  admit  any 
petitioners  to  be  heard  against  such  a petition  orBy-Law  until 
the  matter  thereof  shall  have  first  been  reported  to  the 
Council  by  the  Committee  to  whom  it  was  referred. 

COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE. 

36.  That  in  forming  a committee  of  the  whole  Council, 
the  Warden  shall  leave  the  chair,  and  shall,  before  doing 
so,  appoint  one  of  the  members  to  preside,  who  shall  have 
the  same  authority  in  the  chair  of  the  committee  as  the 
Warden  in  the  chair  of  the  Council.

COMMITTEES. 

39.  That  the  mode  of  appointing  a Special  Committee 
shall  be,  first  to  determine  the  number  it  shall  consist  of, 
then  each  member  naming  one,  which  shall  be  written  down 
by  the  Warden,  those  who  have  the  most  names  shall  be 
taken  successively  until  the  number  is  completed. 

40.  That  of  the  number  of  members  appointed  to  com- 
pose committees,  such  number  thereof  as  shall  be  equal  to 
a majority  of  the  whole  number  chosen  shall  be  a quorum. 

41.  That  every  member  who  shall  introduce  a By-Law, 
Petition,  or  Motion,  upon  any  subject,  which  may  be  re- 
ferred to  a select  committee,  shall  be  one  of  the  committee 
without  being  named  by  the  Council. 

STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

42.  That  at  the  first  session  of  the  Council  in  each  and 
every  year,  standing  committees  to  consist  ©f  five  members 
each,  shall  be  appointed  for  the  following  purposes,  viz.  : 
1st,  Finance  ; 2nd,  Assessments;  3rd,  Roads  and  Bridges  ; 
4th,  Education  and  Schools ; 5th,  County  Property,  to 
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whom  all  matters  relating  to  these  objects  shall  severally 
be  referred. 

43.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk,  so  soon  as 
such  Committees  are  appointed  to  post  the  names  of  the 
members  of  each  in  some  conspicuous  place  in  the  Council 
Chamber,  and  so  at  each  other  session  throughout  the  year. 

YEAS  AND  NAYS. 

44.  That  upon  a division  of  the  Council,  the  names  of 
those  who  vote  for  and  of  those  who  vote  against  a motion 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  minutes,  if  one  member  requires 
it. 

ORDERS  OF  THE  DAY. 

45.  That  the  orders  of  the  day  shall  always  have  the 
preference  to  any  motion  before  the  Council. 

46.  That  when  any  order,  resolution,  or  question,  shall 
be  lost  by  the  Council  or  Committee  breaking  up  for  want 
of  a quorum,  the  order,  resolution  or  question  so  lost,  shall, 
after  the  routine  business,  be  the  first  business  to  be  pro- 
ceeded with  and  disposed  of  at  the  next  meeting  of  sucli 
Committee  or  Council. 

FINANCE. 

47.  That  if  any  motion  shall  be  made  in  the  Council  for 
any  charge  upon  the  people,  the  consideration  of  the  de- 
bate thereof  shall  not  presently  be  entered  upon,  but  post- 
poned till  such  further  time  as  the  Council  should  think 
fit  to  appoint,  and  shall  first  be  referred  to  a Committee  of 
the  whole. 


TEMPORARY  CHAIRMAN. 

48.  That  all  rules  applicable  to  the  Warden  shall,  in  his 
absence,  apply  to  the  temporary  chairman. 

THE  BAR. 

49.  That  the  limit  formed  by  the  rails  on  either  side  of 
the  Court  Room  and  the  front  of  the  Grand  Petit  Jury 
boxes,  shall  constitute  the  bar  of  the  Council  Chamber. 

50.  That  no  person  other  than  the  members  and  officers 
of  the  Council  shall  be  allowed  within  the  Bar  unless 


upon  special  leave  of  the  Council,  and  that  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Messenger  to  see  that  this  rule  is  strictly  ob- 
served.
